Private Wm. B. Yates, of the Medi- 
cal Department of the 12th Field Ar- 
tillery, twice cassed and tmce wound- 
ed fiiibUag againrt the Hnaa io 
France, has retained home on fur- 
lough from Camp Dix, N. J., and is 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Collins 
Yates, at their home in the county. 
Private Yates had wonderful experi- 
ences on tii^tlMSr ade, and played a 
gloriona paii M tifkltattle for freedom 
«f the woiW- ^-Is bdns pvcn Qw 
heai-tiest sort of greeting; and wel- 
come T^ome by his host of friends. He 
lis an intersting stoty of his exper- 
-'"^alking for HtBi IHSy B^^is- 
terlFktfsaid: 

"Inave been asked to gite the 
Daily Re^ster my experience "while 
on the front, but if I were to do so in 
full it would take a month; however, 
I am glad to gfive a kind of -vme of 
the work done by the 12th i ield Ar- 
tillery reguaeot of the Second ,ISvi- 
skm, whidi TBC^teent I wag.ln from 
the time we "were pot in flie trenches 
the Verdun sector in March, 1918, 
ovember SOi, three days Iwfore 
istice. 

stayed on the Verdun sector 
til the latter part of May, 1918, 
when we bottded trains for Ike Biitt- 
me front. While traveling by train 
to this front, word came that the Ger- 
mans were breaking thru at Chateau 
Thierry toward Paris. Our division 
was at once taken off the trains and 
rushed by motor track and forced hike 
to the Chateau Thierry froift The 
marines, artillery add iuCantry went 
into battle there about June Ist. The 
French at that time had lost heart 
and were fast falling back. They told 
our troops that it was no use, that 
they had better fall J>a«k, too, but the 
juarl ne a aaA «B «tii&' their, grcond, 
«Bd hdd it Ddthont the loss of an inch 
daring a concentrated artillery and 
machine gun fire for about two days, 
when the tide began to turn, and the 
German began falling back slowly, 
fighting hard to save their artillery 
■vASA had iieen massed for this drive 
<m Paris. The fighting lasted nntil 
the 18fii of Jnly. I was wounded on 
June 17th, by a piece of shell in the 
shoulder. Another piece of the same 
shell took off a part of my medical 
case which I wore attached to belt 
without injuring me in any way. 

"This was tiie hardest fijpit that the 
Second Division was in. They were, 
however, in all four of Ih^ lat« major 
drives made by the Americans, viz., 
Soissoas, St. Mihiel, Mont Blanc and 
Argonne-Meuse. I missed the Sois- 
sons drive on account of wound re- 
cttved at Chsteau Thierry; 

"There are many incidents in con- 
nection with any one of tlMMLdrii^ 
that I will not softn forget. Jn the 
St. Mihiel fight for instance, 'liiiich 
-was really a w^alk-over for the Amer- 
icans, our regiment arrived there on 
the night of the 11th, and waited in 
the Tifin xintil they went over the top 
next moming at five o'clock! -There 
were not so many caualties in our 
regiment in tlus fight, however, my 
\ battery happened to be an exception. 
t>nr iMitlberi^ advanced with the in- 
fantry and set w for action so dose 
that «re conia^ee fiie German artil- 
leryman loading their guns and ftp 
£ring was Accordingly pejnt blank. A 



direct hit by the Germans nearly put 
the crew I was with out of business, 
there being only one or two of us left; 
however, with extra men that could 
be spared from other crews, we con- 
tinaed firing the piece daring fte rest 
of Ofie fight. ^Another incident in 
conection with this advance at St. 
Mihiel, which I recall, was the sad 
fate of a friend of mine, who togeth- 
er with myself, was trying to conserve 
emogeDcy food rations. So in stop- 
ine to «9e « dead Amnieaii's xatton.' 
I leraaited ^t it wte raOier bi^to 
be eating a dead man's rations, to 
which my friend replied 'never mind 
in an hour's time somebody will be 
eating ours,' and it wasn't bat a short, 
time until ftis ec^nxade was killed 
son enooi^ 

"After the St. Miliiel drive, we had 
a rest in a replacement camp, and 
then went forward in the Champagne 
drive. This was hard work for the 
artillery advancing against heavy ar- 
tillery and madiine gun fixe, We were 
taken off this fhmt, however, and sent 
upon the Argonne front by forced 
march. We were pretty tired by this 
time, but kept on going with our field 
pieces, sometimes we had only two 
horses to a piece, sometimes four, 
when we were supposed to have six. 
And we lirere advaadag fimi'mo^- 
tains about like BstfB codnty. 

"When the Germans were retreat- 
ing tKru Argonne, they, of course, de- 
stroyed everything they could, and 
since we were going fast and over 
rongli eoontry, our supply train 
couldnt keep iip. We were according- 
ly redoeed to eating steaks fhmi artil- 
lery horses killed in action. At the 
same time we were unable to get 
drinking water, whidi was still worse, 
and when we could go no k>nger, wo 
drank some water' that we knew had 
been pomoaed by tiw Genoaaa. . Our 
Captain had tested fbSa water and 
found it bad, and a wounded German 
had refused to drink it, but we had 
gone as long as we could and the 
Captain and all drank it, and it made 
OS deathly sick. Our tnpgiy 4*ii> 
came ap just in time to a^ w of 
08 back to the hospital. ' 

"In the Argonne retreat of the 
Germans, I had every opportunity to 
witness incidents of their cruelty. My 
job was primarily to give first aid to 
the wounded. ' During Uiis last drive 
up tim tlie Argonne and to Sedaa, I 
attended more wounded men, womoi 
and children of the civilian popular- 
tion, than I did wounded soldiers. On 
the day before the capture of Sedan, 
the Germans sent over toward the 
Americans advancing, the civilian 
poipilatimi of the^;ni, and when they 
had gotten out in good Ange for fteir 
artillery they opened fire killing many 
wounding women and children by the 
hundreds. Another mean trick they 
did at Sedan, was to bum a lot of 
food supplies, at a time, when the ci- 
vilian population was starving. 

"I left the Sedan front on Novon- 
ber 8th, the day before our division 
entered the town. After that I was 
in the hospital and convalescent camp 
until I was booked for home in Feb-
